When the above document bad beenaigned, Gen. 
Butler, Col, Martin, and Major Andrews recombarked 
on board the Fanny for the fort, leaving Commodore 
Baron on the Minnesota, On arriving thero, the gar- 
ricon, to the number of 791 formed, stacked their arma, 
and wero inspected by Gen. Batler. Tho Foderal 
troops and Marines, who bad landed the day before, 
and the troops just landed from the Adelaide and Pes- 
body, marched in to the tane of Yankee Doodle, and 
formed on the ramparta of tho fort, A fine American 
flag was elevated on the most prominent place in the 
fort by Lieut. Crosby, Capte. Nixon, Jobneon, and 
othera, when at a signal from Gen. Butler, nine roveing 
cheers were given for the Union, followed by a salute 
of 33 guns, which were fired under tho direction of 
Capt. Larned and Lieut Loder of the regular astil- 
lery. The priconore were then marched out, and om- 
burked on beard the Adelaide about? o'cloclcin the 
evening, 

Forta Hetteree and Clark were posta of great im- 
portance to tho rebele, the former being by far the 
strongestand most extensive work, and correspond- 
ingly the most {wporlant of the two. Their conetrac-

Thon closes tho day, with a victory that is of the 
highest importanes in very many respects, and covers 
the Navy with glory. The only draw back is the going 
onthe breakers of the Harriet Lane. It ie probable 
that she will be lost. I just learn that her gano bave 
been thrown overboard, as well aa coal. Tho breakers 
go clean over ber. Toga and steamers are trying to 
help her, bat snecees is scarcely to be hoped for. ‘Tha 
wind is favorable.

GEN. FRENMONT’S PROCLAMATION. 

Maj.-Gen, Fremont is in command of the Military 
District including tho States of Missouri, Illinois, 
Arkousns, &o., &0. In that diatrict, there aro to- 
doy over Ono Hundred Thousand Rebels under 
arms, whilo thousands more ere being rapidly 
drafted or preased into tho eervice of treason, The 
Union forces in that district aro decidedly outoum- 
but they are better armed and equipped than 
the Rebols, receive pay, and.are not required to 
steal their own Living. Thoir ranks, moreover, are 
boing rapidly filled by freah voluntecra: but 
whotber tore rapidly than thore of the Confederates 
or otherwise, we sre unable to eay.

ond Goneral Butler, of Hatteras Inlet, on 
the Coast of North Coaolina, Hatterav Inlet 
is about twolve miles eouth of Cepe Hatterus, 
about one-third of the distance between that 
Cape and Ocracoke Inlet, and is the principal 
outrance to Albemarle end Pamlico Sounds, By 
its possession the insurgenta aro cat of, in o 
great degree, rom all egress or ingress souward 
tbrough North Carolina and Virginie, aod by 
way of the two broad, inland ccas oxtending 
neorly from Cape Honry to Cape Lookout. The 
navigation of these waters leaving open Newborn, 
Norfolk, and other ports, whereby thoir inter- 
course with tho interior was uninterrupted, 
through the Albemarle and Dismal Swamp 
Canals and the various rivers which empty iato 
the Sounds, bos boon of vast importance to the 
rebels, and thoy havo used thom with the great. 
est diligence, for monthe past, to send their 
own products to o profitable market, and 
to receive from various ¢olrcos arma, 
provislons, and mach leo noedful to s vigorous 
prosecution of tho rebellion, To cut of entirely 
that whole region of the South from all maritimo 
intercourse it ia only necessary t4 follow up this 
firat blow, oo well atruck, by taking possession of 
tho smaller inlets along the sonst, and cspocially 
the larger and only very important ons remaining, 
which commands the entranoa to Beaufort.

Of the vast rgion governed as New-Bforiso, 
bordly an aorea 8 thousand can be profitably 
cultivated withmt irrigation, ood hardly one in 
6 hundred willsver be cultivated at all, The 
scarcity of timber throughout is fearful—it would 
scarcely bo popibls to make a oorvicoablo ax- 
helye from ony tree growing in the Territory, 
while ninc-tewis of its ares has not a tree of 
any kind within a day's ride. Its water-courses, 
even to the Urgest, eave only the Rio Graude, 
Colorada, ‘onda few of their mountain sources, 
are dry a goal part of oach Summer. Thero 
are rich mines of silver and other mivorals, in- 
cluding come gold, in Arizono, which the dearth 
of timber ond water, with the snperabundaoce 
of untamable sevages, will probably long render 
of little use; and as to the gold of the Rocky 
Mountains, where timber is abundant, the precious 
ore has hitherto disappointed by its scarcity all 
eanguine expectations. In short, gold-hunting in 
Now-Mexico proper, as almoat everywhere else, 
bos thus far proved but bitterness to the spirit 
aud weariness to the flosh. 

Wo trust, therefore, that the Government will 
not be moved to divide ond fritter away its forces 
in attempts to reclaim Arizona, nor oven to hold 
Now-Moxico thia aide of the Rio Grande.

TEOOPS NORTH AND sourm. 

The Memphis Appeal has recently published 
some statistics to the effect that Arkansas has now 
in active service in the Confederate army a 
force numbering 21,600 moa. ‘The particular 
States in which these troops are employed, and 
the officers under whom they ere serving, were 
circumstantially given, and we aee no reason for 
questioning the general acouracy of the atate- 
ment. Doubtless it overestimates the number 
somewhat, as is usually the cace in giving date 
of this sort; and, for the purpoce of basing 
tome calculations thereon, we deduct 7 per cent 
for this oxcess, leaving the total of Arkanaas 
troops ‘now ongsged in active eorvice’ at 
20,000, At tho loot Presidential election, the 
State of Arkansas cast an aggregate of 64,053 
votes. Consequently, the number of men aha 
now has actively employed in the pending war 
ia ten twenty-seventha (or a little more than 
one-third) as many as deposited their ballots at 
tho recent national election. 

Let us ses how the quota of troops furnished 
to the war by this Rebel State compares with 
that of some of the loyal States of the Union, 
As in bor case, we confine our estimate to troops 
now engaged in active service. 

Taking the ratio of ten twenty-ssvenths of the 
Inst Presidential voto, the State of Now-York 
ought now to have in the field 250,000 men, We 
need not inquire whether sho has that number, 
We doubt if cho has one-fifth part of it, or, in 
other words, 50,000. We sre not unmindful of 
the slacrity with which this city responded to 
the call which came from our beleaguered capital 
in April last. And wo are proud to be able to 
state that the oumber she now bas at the seat 
of war comes neorer to the Arkaneas standard, 
than that of any other part of the country. Dut 
let un not forget. that, according to that ratio, 
the quota of our city is more than 35,000. 
IWinois has given to the country ite Chief 
Magistrate. If it would follow the ezample of 
Arkansas in faroishing troops for the war, it 
muet place in tho field 125,000, Will it do even 
one-third as well se thie? 

Maine bas provided the Union with its Vice 
President, Measured by the stendard wo aro 
now contemplating, that State should furnish our 
army with $7,000 of ‘her eons, Wo trust abe 
will ot least cond one half that number.

Tho property, real and porgono), of all persons 
in the State of Missouri whe shall take up arms 
against the United Statea, and who eball bo 
directly proven to have takon rotive part with

All ‘perzons who shall be proven to have de- 
stroyed, aftor tho publication of this order, rail- 
road tracks, bridges or telegraphs, shall suffer 
tho oxtreme penalty of the law. 

All persona engaged in troasonsble corre- 
spondence, in giving or procuring ail to the enc- 
mies of the United States, in disturbing the 
publio tranquillity, by creating and circulating 
false reports or incendiary documents, are in 
their own interest warned that they are exposing 
themselves, 

All persons who have been lod away from 
their allegiance ore required to return to their 
homes forthwith; any such absence without sufi- 
cient cause will be held to be presumptive evi- 

aines them,
